v" Keep all medicine, cleaners, cosmetics

and pesticides out of the reach of
children. This means in a locked
cabinet or removing dangerous
products from the home

v Do not call medicine “candy.”

v" Know the names of plants in and

around your home.

v’ Store food and poisons (like cleaners,

polishes, and pesticides) separately.

v" Do not store poisons in food containers

like a milk jug or a water or soda
bottle.

v’ Store purses and bags off the floor and

out of children’s reach.

v Teach older youth and teens about

how to read medicine bottles.
